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Battle Begins On State Bottle Bill

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - Industry and environmentalists 


squared off in debate Wednesday over a biU that would require 
returnable beverage containers in Michigan. 


- : The House Committee on Consumers invited citizens with both 


pro and con views to speak at a public hearing here Wednesday. 
The bill was introduced by Rep. LymfJdndahl, D-East Lansing, 
committee chairman. 


Basically the Jondah! bill: 
—Prohibits the sale of beverages in nonreturnable containers. 
—Requires a 10-cent deposit on returnable beverage containers. 


The deposit is only live cents if the container is reusable by more 
than one manufacturer.

—Prohibits pop-top cans. 


. The bill, which has an identical version in the Senate, is 
designed to combat litter and would go into effect Jan. 1, 1976. 
Similar legislation has failed repeatedly in the legislature in other 
years. 


Labor and industry spokesmen said the bill would cut out jobs, 


raise beverage prices, and hurt retailers. 


Supporters said the bill would increase jobs because of the need 


for handling returnable bottles, create,new jobs because of 
beverage price decreases, and would not lose money for the 


industry in Michigan. 


In Oregon, a similar measure went into effect in 19?2. 
Kess Cannon, director of the Oregon Department of Environ- 


mental Quality, says the Oregon bottle act "is working." 


"It brought a dramatic decrease in litter. It means 133 million 


bottles and 251 million cans that were litter are no longer there," 
ho said. 


Cannon said the cost of beverages in Oregon, which has no sales 


tax but has deposit requirements, is no higher than the cost of 
beverages in Washington state, which has a sales tax but no 
deposit requirements. 


Cannon said. liquor and soft drink sales have been steadily 


MIAMI (AP) - "Help, help 


my friend is shot!" Domingo 
Guiterrez cried after, an after- 
noon swim by five boys in a 
private pool ended in the fatal 
wounding of one of the young- 
sters.

ing to," he told newsmen later. 
"We started running away, and 


she shot at us and hit Johnnie." 


Several hours-after the in- 


cident, Mrs. Otero, 56, surren- 
dered to police. She was 
charged 
with 
first-degree 


murder and is being held 
without bond 


Police said 
Mrs. 
Otero 


refused to discuss the incident. 
She is scheduled to appear at a 
magistrate's hearing today. 


Neighbors said the shot, fired 


from a fifth-floor 
balcony, 


struck Johnnie Perez, 13, in the 
head. He stumbled across the 
street, then collapsed face down 
on the grass. 


A neighbor said Domingo ran 


to his friend's aid. 


"He was crying, and blood 


was just pumping out of the 
back of the other boy's head," 
the woman said. 


Doctors were able to keep the 


Perez boy alive for about 90 
minutes, but he was pronounced 
dead at a local hospital Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 


Neighbor Kathleen Leger. 21. 


said Mrs. Otero had chased Hie 
youths away from the pool 
several times previously. 


"The kids usually go from one 


building to another so they can 
swim somewhere," Miss Leger 
said. "Just last week, I saw 
Mrs. Otero chase them from the

DETROIT (AP) — The FBI 


announced today that lifer, 
Kenneth Oliver, who escaped 
from Southern Michign Prison 
March 21 was recaptured Wed- 
nesday by the FBI in Los An- 
geles. 


An FBI spokesman 
said 


Oliver was taken into custody 
without incident at the tome of 
relatives in the Los Angeles 
area. 


They said that since his es- 


cape, they had trailed him to 
Chicago and oil to California. 


The FBI said Oliver was not 


armed when he was taken into 


custody by the federal officers, 


Oliver, sentenced to life in 


prison from Berrien county for 
slaying Niles State Police 
Trooper Steven DeVries on Oct. 
12,1972, apparently escaped the 
walled prison in a truck hauling 
obsolete 
prison 
infirmary, 


records for disposal in Battle 
Creek. 
, The' Niles trooper was shot 
dead when he stopped Oliver on 
US-31 following a $38,000 rob- 
bery of a Niles bank. 
• Three persons were arrested 
and charged with aiding and 
abetting Oliver in his escape. 


One was Oscar Rodriguez, a 
civilian clerk at the prison, and 
another was Willian Caceres, a 
prison inmate. The third person 
being held on charges stem- 
ming from the escape was 
identified as Patricia Housten, 
33, of Detroit 


In Lansing this morning after 


learning of Oliver's capture. 
State Senator Charles Zollar of 
Benton Harbor said: 


"We're going to make .sure 


that an opportunity like that 
isn't going to be presented again 
to any prisoner"

EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) 


— A single "Super University" 
for the entire state rather than 
dozens of independent colleges 
and universities has been 
proposed as an efficient, cost- 
cutting means of providing 
education. 
. 


"There is growing concern 


about the possible wasteful 
competition for students and 
revenues," says Dr. Daniel H. 
Kruger, a Michigan State 
University professor in the 
School of Labor and Industrial 
Relations. 


"Super U," or what Kruger 


calls his "State University of 
Michigan," would control all 
professional programs financed 
by state revenues. 


H also would coordinate all 


off-campus credit courses, ex- 
pand community colleges where 
necessary, and make contracts 
with private colleges under cer- 
tain circumstances.

One skeptic is MSU Vice 


President Robert Perrin, who 
thinks a state university similar 
to those in California and New 
York is a bad deal. 


"Several states have this type 


of a system and from my own 
observation, they'Vc found it 
very difficult' and generally 
inefficient. It robs the institu- 
tion of its flexibility and in- 
novation," he added. 


Perrin said he hopes such a 


system never comes to pass in

Faculty would become almost as in- 


terchangeable as the parts in CMC's 
engine line. Although the press release 
on his speech last week at Ann Arbor 
to the Michigan Academy of Science, 
Arts arid Letters' 79th annual meeting 
does not mention the point, SUM likely 
would shift enrollment from campus to 
campus to balance overcrowding 
against undererowding. 


Following is a simplistic example of 


how SUM would function: last year 
MSU and Western State University 
lobbied the legislature as the choice 
for a new law school; both lost the 
battle because the legislature decided 
it had other uses for the money to start 
the venture; subject to its power of 
persuasion with the legislature, SUM 
would resolve the argument. 


Kruger borrows from his contacts in 


labor and industry to arrive at SUM'S 
projected efficiency. He also draws on 
the experience in California and New 
.York where an overriding University 
of California or a State University of 
New York serves as the administrative 
superintendent for a number of the 
four-year campus type. 


The University of California model 


gives an impression of being a theory 
rmore than a fact. The New York plan 
seemingly has more of the reverse 
Synergism urged by Kruger in seeing 
to it that the costs for the total does not 
exceed what the sum of parts would 
run if each had independent budgeting 
authority. 


Kruger's thought of the horses 


pulling in one direction is sound. 


It will only produce the desired 


under a firm driver. 


This means SUM can not be simply 


another bureaucracy laid upon those 
already ta existence and its directors. 
will have to chosen for executive 
ability, not for the usual considera- 
tions required to accomplish anything 
in Lansing.. 


Energy Use Down, But 
Problem Is Still Here 


Considering the average 4.1 per cent 


increase in energy consumption in the 
United States each year since 1960, the 
turnaround in 1974 was remarkable. 
As 'computed by.the Bureau of Mines, 
energy consumption last year was 
down 2.2 per cent. 
. 


That is the first time in 23 years that 


Americans used less energy than they 
had in the preceding year. The Bureau 
of Mines has not yet pinpointed how 
much of the decreased consumption is 
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attributable to higher prices, the Arab 
oil boycott, industrial slowdown or 
several other contributing factors. 


But the areas of conservation are 


clear. Use of energy in transportation 
was down 3.4 per cent and household 
and commercial use declined 2.9 per 
cent. Electrical generation and indus- 
trial use both consumed about one per 
cent less energy last year than in 1973. 


Considering 
primary 
energy 


sources, consumption declined in six 
of eight categories. Only in nuclear 
energy and hydroelectric power were 
increases recorded. Nuclear^ power 
output was up 32 per cent, while 
hydroelectric power produced for 
utilities increased less than 2 per cent. 


It speaks well for the nation and its 


people that the energy crisis has been 
met in this manner. But how well is it 
still hidden in a murky situation. 


No one really knows whether reces- 


sion should get more credit than pa- 
triotism for the reduction in energy 
use. And an economy based on con- 
serving energy; rather than using it, is 
not going to maintain the kind of living 
standard that the U.S. has been used 
to. 


The U.S. future demands that the 


federal government take the lead in 
promoting not only wise use of energy, 
but even more importantly, new 
sources. The economy that has high 
horsepower behind each worcer is the 
economy that supports a powerful, 
healthy and prosperois country.

Hundreds of refugees fled 


from Xuan Loc southward along 
Highway 1 as South Vietnamese 
planes and helicopter gunships 
bombed and strafed suspected 
North Vietnamese positions. 
Checkpoints were set up on the 
highway to control the flow of 
refugees while local authorities 
set up temporary 
receiving 


centers to shelter them.. 


Five miles south of Xuan Loc,

troops and rangers fought their 
way into a village on the high- 
way while militiamen and police 
halted the tide of refugees. Oc- 
casional warning shots were 
fired into the air to stop them. 


The government said High- 


way 4. Saigon's rice r6ad from 


• the Mekong Delta, was reopened 
after Viet Cong troops were 
driven from the airfield at Tan 
An, a provincial capital 25 miles , 


south of Saigon. Field reports 
said the Viet Cong held the field 
for eight hours. The command 
said 23 Viet Cong. and six 
government soldiers were killed 
and HI government men were 
wounded. 


Field reports said the Viet 


Cong fired two mortars into a 
fuel depot in Tan An, touching 
off a big fire. Hundreds of 
civilians fled from the city, 
some of them toward Sai»on.

other without being subjected to 
the possibility that an unknown 
party may be surreptitiously 
hearing every word.spbken. 


The court Wednesday ordered 


a new trial for Edward Beavers, 
who was convicted in St. Clair 
County Circuit Court in 1970 of 
selling heroin. Beavers was 
sentenced to 20-40 years in 
prison. 


Beavers' conversation with a 


paid police informant equipped 
with a transmitting decice was 
relayed from Beavers' apart- 
ment to Port Huron police of- 
ficers in a car nearby. The of- 
ficers testified at the trial about 
the conversation relating to a 
transaction between Beavers 
and the informant, the supreme 
court said. 


In its 6-1 decision, 
the 


supreme court said it "does not 
condemn the exercise of par- 
ticipant monitoring by law en- 
forcement personnel. However, 
when circumstances justify the 
use of this surveillance tech- 
nique, the resulting search and 
seizure must be conducted In 
full 
compliance 
with 
the 


warrant requirement to be 
properly admitted at trial. 


"...Our laws must ensure that 


the ordinary, law abiding ci- 
tizen may continue to engage in 
private discourse, free to speak 
with the uninhibited spontaneity 
that is characteristic of our 
democratic society," the court 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


a few friends, a lot of faith and 
not much money, George 
Mische has set out to prove that., 
kicking up more criminals is the 
wrong way to go about reducing 
crime. 


After two years of planning, 


Mische's 
organization 
is 


launching a four-city program 
to provide vocational training, 
respectable wages and rent-free 
housing for scores of convicted 
criminals. 


Foundations have contributed 


money and such companies as 
General Motors Corp. and Ford 
Motor Co. have given equipment 
and promised to hire trainees.

about the way prisons affect a

DETROIT (AP) — Gasoline prices on Michigan^ major tourist 


routes have climbed to their highest level in six months, according 
to a survey by the Automobile Club of Michigan.

State House of Corrections is a fire and health hazard with a poorly 
trained staff. The report by state auditors also charged the loca- 
tion of a warehouse — inside the prison complex'— "could provide 
the residents a source of food and supplies during a possible 
confrontation." It also said constant traffic between the 
warehouse, the prison farm and camps "provides opportunity for 
bringing contraband into the prison." The report, released by the 
auditor general, also suggested the state may be spending money 
unnecessarily on medical services at the facility.

Wallace Eyes Massachusetts 


BOSTON (AP) — Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace plans to 


enter the Massachusetts Democratic presidential primary, and 
his staff concedes that forced school busing could be a factor in 
his decision. At an organizational meeting Wednesday for sup- 
porters of; the yetunannounced candidate, Wallace campaign 
manager Michael G. Griffin said the primary issue in the 1978 
presidential race would be the economy. However, Griffin ad- 
mitted that busing, a controversial problem for Boston since it 
w£-instituted last, fall, was an issue that Wallace would meet 
"Wallace would stop it (busing)," Griffin said, "He would stop it 
— anyway he could." Griffin said Wallace might announce his 
position on the 197$ presidential race by May or June.

Hawks, Doves Divided 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Long-term Senate "hawks" and 


"doves" remain divided on the future U.S. role in the Vietnam 
war as Congress awaits. President Ford's recommendations 
tonight In a replay of previous themes in debates over Southeast 
Asia, some senators who were active earlier in opposing U.S. 
involvement in Indochina now advocate limiting further aid for 
South Vietnam to humanitarian and rescue efforts. By the same 
token, some of those who supported the U.S. war effort before 
American troops were withdrawn in 1973 appear generally willing 
to supply more arms aid to South Vietnam. Some would consider 
resumption of U.S. bombing and naval shelling. 


U.S. Orphans Have No Homes 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) — A Cambodian orphan airlift 


to the United States and Australia is planned amid criticism from 
American diplomats that the Indochina babylifts are a "phony 
emotional issue." World Vision, a U.S. relief agency, is planning 
to send more than 200 children to families waiting for them in the 
United States. Two free-lance American Journalists, Denis 
Cameron and Lee Rudakewych, are trying to organize an airlift of 
at least 390 orphans to Australia. But one U.S. diplomat said it 
wa£all "a phony issue to take people's minds off the real events." 


Slave Charges Raised 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) — Workers on Sri Lanka's tea 


plantations live in such poverty that a union official says he 
"wouldn't be surprised" if they sold their children into slavery. 


The London Sunday Times reported recently that plantation 


workers in Sri Lanka, which' used to be Ceylon, are selling their 
children by the hundreds for less than |4 each because they and 
their families are starving. •

No 'objective person here will deny that," said Harry

the union demanded arbitration 
under an agreement in its labor 
contract. 


The board refused to submit

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Connally Trial 
Is Focusing On 
Bank Records 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


prosecution, moving to wind up 
its case in the bribery trial of 
John B. Connally, is continuing 
to trace bank records of the 
socalled "cigar box money." 


The prosecutors arc focusing 


on $10,000 in cash that their star 
witness, Jake Jacobsen, says 
Connally handed to him in a 
cigar box in Houston on Oct. 29, 
1973. 


Jacobsen says the money was 


for use in a cover-up of two 
illegal $5,000 gifts he says the 
former treasury secretary took 
from him in 1971. Connally is 
charged with accepting the 
money for supporting higher 
dairy support levels. 


The prosecution hopes to 


complete its case today. 


During Wednesday's session 


Asst. Special Prosecutor Frank 
M. Tuerkheimer questioned 
three present and former FBI 
agents, a Treasury Department 
currency specialist and seven 
assistant Federal Reserve of- 
ficials from around the country. 


None could contradict Jacob- 


sen's story about the money. 
According to their records, all 
of the bills could'have been in 
general circulation at the time 
Jacobsen says he got them from 
Connally. 


The most recent date that any 


of the bills were recorded as 
being in the hands of the 
Federal Reserve banking sys- 
tem or the Treasury Depart- 
ment was Aug. 29,1973. That is 
two months before the alleged 
cigar-box transfer. 


Jacobsen turned the money 


over to prosecutors March 7, 


1974. saying he had kept it in a 
bank vault and in a drawer in 
his bedroom since getting it 
from Connally. 


Jacobsen said it was the first 


of two batches of cover-up cash 
that Connally gave him. The 
second $10,000 is the money 
found in Jacobsen's safe deposit 
box in Austin, Tex., he said. 


Wednesday's testimony about 


the technical aspects of serial 
numbers, currency shipments 
and bank procedures sometimes 
left even Chief U.S. District 
Judge George L. Hart confused. 
"Do you understand what's 
been done, because bless me. 1 
don't" he said at one point. 


The confusion was brought 


about after chief defense lawyer 
Edward 
Bennett 
Williams 


refused to allow the prosecutors 
to present their complicated 
tracing of cash in a simplified 
set of affidavits. Instead he 
forced 
the 
government 
to 


present live testimony from 
agents of all 12 Federal Reserve 
districts. 


Williams spent much time 


cross-examining the bankers, 
attempting to show that some of 
the money might have lingered 
in a federal bank long after the 
last record of it was made. 


But the closest he came to 


scuttling Jacobsen's tale of the 
cigar box money was when 
Daniel P. Kinsella of the 
Chicago district said one of the 
bills might have been in his 
bank as late as September 29 — 
one month before the alleged 
transfer — but that it would 
have been "quite unusual" for it 
to have lingered there longer.

Yyith Walton at 
their side, they told newsmen 
they would not answer ques- 
tions about the Hearst case. 


They said the U. S. govern- 


ment is "morally bankrupt" 
and added, "We believe a 
position of total noncollabora- 
tion with this government is 
our moral responsibility." 


Walton, 
of the 
Portland 


Trailblazers of the National 
Basketball Association, said he 
was sorry he had spoken with 
the FBI and "you can rest as- 
sured that I will never talk to 


the enemy again.". 


James Larson,

lawyer, said 
the 
one-time 


Olympic .long jumper "had 
already decided that he's not 
going to answer any ques- 
tions." 


Mrs. Scott said she and her 


husband 
went 
into hiding 


because they had fears of being

The Scotts dropped 
from 


sight more than a month ago 
after they were linked to Miss 
Hearst, 21, the daughter of 
Randolph A. Hearst, president 
and editor of the San Francisco 
Examiner. 


She was kidnaped on Feb.4,

the 
Symbionese 


Liberation Army. She later 
allegedly joined her captors. 


"From the moment she was 


kidnaped, her life was threar 
tened because the FBI was 
itching for a Shootout with the 
SLA," Scott said during a news 
conference at which the Scotts 
refused to answer questions. 


Six members of the SLA 


were killed in a blazing shoo- 
tout with Los Angeles police in 
May 1974. Miss Hearst and 
William and Emily Harris are 
believed 
to 
be 
the 
only 


members of the terrorist group 
still at large. 


The Scotts did not' mention 


the Pennsylvania farmhouse 
they reportedly rented last 
summer — a spot pinpointed as 
a possible hideout of the fugi- 
tive heiress. 


"Our actions of the past year 


are completely defensible," 
said Mrs. Scott. 
"If 
we 


somehow

bloodshed and killing, we cer- 
tainly find nothing to apologize 
tor or be ashamed of. . 


"We have chosen to surface 


so the harassment of our loved 
ones will cease," she said, 
referring to grand jury sub- 
poenas of friends such as 
Shinnick and of Scott's parents.

(overdose) Boynton. Foster said 
Boynton had information that he 
(Foster) had been involved in a 
safe burglary shortly before the 
fire. 


Bowden testified that he told 


Foster he should, "get rid" of 
Boynton by shooting him or 
drugging him, but that he was 
not really serious when he said 
it. 


Another 
witness, 
Gary 


Mitchell, 19, South Haven, said 
that on the day of the fire, he, 
Bowden, and Thompson had 
gone to Kalamazoo to search for 
Bowden's car. He said they 
•believed the car had been 
repossessed after Boynton had 
borrowed it the previous day, 
and was later taken into cus- 
tody by police for having drugs. 


He said he saw Bowden again 


later that evening and that 
Bowden made a reference to 
Lappo, but that he was not sure 
exactly what he said. The 
previous day, Mitchell, said 
Bowden told him, "it would be 
nice if Lappo caught fire." 


Both Thompson's brother, 


Brian, and his father, James, 
testified that both defendants 
had been at the Thompson home 
until about 7:30 p.nvthe night of 
the fire.

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U.S. Fishermen Victims In 'Tuna War' With Latins

SAX DIEGO (AP) - "These 


mm do what they must do, like 
their fathers and grandfathers 


, did before them. The sea is still 


their mistress." 


The wife of a youns Por- 


tugese-American fisherman bit 
her lips as she spoke. Her hus- 
band, she says, is caught in a 
vise manipulated by selfish na- 
tional interests and pride. 


The 14-year-old "tuna war" is 


a standoff in which U. S. of- 
ficials, for the record," refuse to 
intervene. 


Although the United Slates 


tells its fishermen to stay 
beyond 12 miles of foreign 
shores, Latin American nations 
which claim 200-mile territorial 
rights are inflicting a deepening 


wound economically. 


There is no extra pay for 


"hazard duty." Yet when the 
catch is confiscated, as Ecuador, 
has done with seven ships this 
year. U is the fishermen and the 
owners of his boats who suffer.

months at sea, they take home 
to their large 'and patient 
families as much as 835;000 and 
as little as $5,000 over the .year.

course, we have to keep our 
friends happy and throw some 
business their way. 


"Thus we buy your Boeing 


aircraft and let you build our oil 
refineries. But a less important 
project .like a brick factory will 
go to Bulgaria, even though we 
know we can get a better nne 
from France." 


Boeing sold five aircraft to 


Iraqi Airways for $64 million in 
July 1973. Last January it won a 
second contract worth more 
than $200 million. It involves'not 
only eight aircraft, including 
four jumbo jets, but a technical 
assistance agreement that will 
bring 150 American technicians 
to Baghdad. 


Brown and Root of Houston, 


Tex., are constructing a deep 
sea oil terminal for S125 million; 
U.S. Steel has sold the Iraqis 
five drilling rigs and American 
firms are bidding on a mass 
transit system for Baghdad. 


Iraqi imports from the"United 


States, Western Europe and 
Japan now total more than $6 
billion a year. As the Jourth 
largest oil producer in the Per- 
sian Gulf, the country docs not 
depend on political alliances for 
economic aid. 


But Iraqi officials indicated 


their independent policy in 
trade does not extend to mili- 
tary 
hardware, 
where the 


Soviets 'still have no competi- 
tors. They are the sole suppliers 
of jet aircraft, armor and other 
weapons for Iraq's 200,000-man 
army. • 


i"We have the money and we 


can buy anywhere we want, but 
'as far as arms are concerned we 
are quite satisfied with what we 
have bought from the Soviet 
Union," said Nasif Awadi, a 
senior member of the Baath 
party national leadership. 


"When we need more military 


equipment we will think about 
it." 


Western diplomats agree that 


it would take years to end Iraq's 
reliance on Soviet weaponry, 
plus a lot of money that could be 
spent on Chilian development. 


"Thus Iraq will always have 


some relationship with the 
Soviet bloc," said one diploma- 
t."and that's why the Russians 
aren't making too many waves 
about being treated as just 
another competitor in other 
markets."

diner Greene is an exponent of 
small business which, he 
believes, Is experiencing more 
than! its share of frustration 
froni toe banks. The banks, he 
laments, aren't what they used 
to be. 


In the old days the banker was 


a man who obtained his wealth, 
by hard works and business 
risks in his earlier years. He 
was a successful man in various 
endeavors, and he wanted — 
and knew how — to help others

Today, says Greene, a highly 


successful small-business man.

"If 
you walk in and say $10,000 
you've fallen into a trap, then he 
has a sum he can attack and cut. 
When he asks 'How much do you 
want?1 you should reply, 'Come 
on over to my place.' 


"On the way to your place sell 


him Ton your business. Then 
negotiate. Suggest a sum more 
than "you need. He'll cut it back 
and b> ahero." 


Greene believes it is essential 


to understand these techniques 
because, almost 
inevitably, 


nearfe every small business at 
someupoint and probably, for all 
time-'needs bank financing. 
Banks can break or make an 
entrepreneur. 


To Greene, this amounts to a 


tragedy, because be believes a 
lot that is wrong 'with the 
country results from 
the 


erroneous attitude that the 
. logical route to personal and 


national success is through big 
business. 


Small business, he maintains, • 


is the backbone of the economy, 
the (largest single economic 
group in the nation, including 
unions. By his definition it 
employs JOB million people.

INSULATION QUIZ 


A. few weeks ago, the Brooklyn Union Gas Co. of- 


fered to pay one-fourth of the cost up to $100 to any of 
its customers who insulated his (or her) roof or attic. 
The offer, unusual though it is, merely underlines the 
constant talk about insulation arid how much you 
could save by insulating your own home. 


But to me, it also reawakens would save around $140 a year, 


the. nagging questions. Do you 
know exactly what insulation is? 
What it does? How to buy it, in- 
stall it? On the basis that you 
would welcome guidance on 
these and other basic questions 
on how insulating your home 
helps you conserve fuel, here's a 
short insulation quiz. 


Q. What does insulation do? 
A. Its basic function is to 


resist the Row of heat. The 
greater the difference between 
inside and .outside tempera- 
tures, the faster heat will now. 
If, for instance, the inside 
temperature is 70 degrees and 
outside it's zero, the inside sur- 
face of an uninsulated wall is 57 
degrees. Within three feet of 
that wall, you'll feel chilly. 


Insulation also helps control 


moisture and, when installed, 
will effectively resist the flow of 
moisture-laden household air 
and will prevent condensation 
problems. 


Q. How is insulation perfor- 


mance measured? 


A. The insulation industry 


measures the performance of 
"thermal resistance value" of 
its products in terms of "R's." 
The higher the "R" or thermal 
resistance value, the more the 
insulation will resist beat now. 
For instance, Fiberglas is 
recognized and accepted as an 
efficient insulation material. 
Just a 3.5-inch blanket of 
Fiberglas (R-ll) has the same 
thermal resistance value as a 
wooden wall nine inches thick, a 
brick will 4.5 feet thick, or a 
stone wall 11 feet thick. 


Q. How much might you save 


by insulating your home? 


A. If you, a homeowner, had 


six Inches of insulation-installed 
in your attic in June 1974, your 
annual savings (if you lived in 
New.York).would be $343, ac- 
cording to studies by Owens- 
Coming Flbergltf Corp. If you 
had the sMne^job done in 
January 1*75, your annual sav- 
ings wouM be MIS 41 


In sum, in New York City, 


wows utility rate are high and 
the winters ewii, you could save 
more than 1410 per year on 
heating and cooling costs by 
adding six inches of insulation 
to an average wed uninsulated 
attic. la a winner Southern 
ctty, nick at Houston, thk same

Q. What "R" values are 


recommended for home insula- 
tion? 
' 


A. The Federal Housing Ad- 


ministration requires that new 
homes have six inches of in- 
sulation (R-19) in ceilings and 
attics and 3.5 inches (R-ll) in 
walls. The Federal Energy Ad- 
ministration recommends an 
insulation value of R-24 for at- 
tics and ceilings. 


The key point is that most ex- 


perts agree that all homes — 
new and old — should have a 
minimum insulation value of 3.5 
inches (R-ll Ril9) in walls anil 
six inches (R-I9) in attics and 
ceilings. 


Q. What should be insulated? 
A. Room additions; older 


homes, which in most cases 
hare little or no insulation in 
their unfinished attics and 
which you on your own could 
insulate in a few hours; new 
homes, which should be in- 
sulated when being uilt; vaca- 
tion homes which can be turned 
into an all-season hideaway or a 
future retirement home if fully 
insulated. Walls, floors and- 
ceilings that adjoin unheated 
areas should be insulated. 


Q. Is insulation really a do-it- 


yourself job? 


A, Yes. Installing insulation 


can be a relatively easy do-it-' 
yourself project - depending on 
the size and construction of the 
house as well as your experience 
and willingness to handle such 
projects. 
Insulating 
an 


unftoored attic >- the most 
popular do-it-yourself insulation 
chore requires no special tools 
and 
can usually be ac- 


complished in less than a day's 
time.

INVESTORS' GUIDE 
Municipal Bonds 
For The Rich Folks 


By SAM SHUISKY 


Q. Coupons which I clipped 


from some tax-exempt revenue 
bonds have been returned to me 
marked "no funds." I thought 
municipal bonds were safe — as 
good as insured savings ac- 
counts. 


A. Now, alas, you know better. 
The last few years have 


brought an alarming increase in 
interest in, and purchase of, 
municipal bonds by people who, 
it often turns out, have little or 
no business investing in them. I 
say "alarming" because along 
with this growth in interest has 
come a great deal of loose 
thinking and carelessness, by 
which I mean a reaching for 
very high yields, regardless of 
safety. This has been fostered 
by the mistaken belief that tax 
exemption comes free. 


Example: Retired folks with 


no tax problem whatsoever — or 
a modest tax liabilty — have 
been insisting that I recommend 
tax-exempts to them. "After 
all," goes the popular complaint 
, "if the wealthy can avoid taxes 
why can't I (even if I pay only 14 
per cent on my top dollar of in- 
come)?" 


Or: "If I can get 9 per cent 


from tax-exempts why do fhave 
to buy 9 per cent corporate 
bonds?" Surprising as it may 
seem, there are fads in finance 
which sweep through the in- 
vesting public as wildly as rock 
music sets teenagers to swoon- 
ing. 


There is a job for Treasury 


bills and a job for tax-exempts. 
•But they can't do the same job 
for all investors, young and old, 
wealthy and modest. • 


•Municipal bonds make a great 


deal of sense for wealthy inves- 
tors who otherwise would have 
to hand back 35 to 50 per cent of 
investment income received 
from taxable sources to Uncle 
Sam. They do not make sense 
for retired folks living on Social 
Security or on Social Security 
plus 'a modest investment or 
other income which is not suf- 
ficient to raise their tax bracket 
to the point where it becomes an 
investment consideration. 


And that point is the level at 


which taxable income, reduced 
by one's top tax bracket, is only 
equal to (or below) what may be 
obtained 
from 
tax-free 


(municipal) bonds. Quality for 
quality, municipals yield less 
than taxable bonds. That's only 
reasonable. 


Furthermore, the fact that 


tax-free bonds exist does not 
repeal the financial laws of risk 
and return. If we take as a 
rough rule of thumb that top 
quality corporates yield around 
9 per cent and municipals 
around 6 per cent (and I am 


taking these figures arbitrarily 
only for the purpose of this 
example) it should be obvious to 
any person who has ever 
shopped for a pair of shoes that 
a tax-exempt bond yielding 8 or 
8% per cent cannot be con- 
sidered as safe as another 
municipal yielding 6 per cent or 
as sale as a taxable bond yield- 
ing 8% or 9 per cent 


I have also pointed out that a 


revenue type municipal bond 
(which is backed and serviced 
only by revenues from the 
project for which the' bonds 
were floated) must, by defini- 
tion, be more carefully scru- 
tinized than, for example, the 
general obligations backed by 
the full faith and credit of a 
sound state government 


You went for a high coupon
